The United States government is will­ 
ing lo accord the natives an opportu­ 
nity to test their abilities, for the Phil­ 
ippine commission proposes to allow 
them almost complete control of their 
affairs, exercising only such supervision 
through the United States military as 
may be necessary to guard against the 
consequences of mistakes on the part of 
the native municipal and provincial 
officials in their first experiment at self­ 
government. 
The experiment is already in progress 
at some points in the Philippines out­ 
side the island of Luzon, where the 
United States authorities have hoisted 
the flag and assumed sovereignty, yet 
have continued the local governments 
tinder native direction. So far as the re­ 
ports indicate these experiments are 
forking well and promise to have a 
good influence in shaping the attitude

Sir Ro bert asked his hearers to im ag ­ 
ine a w rap p ing o f so me hundreds o f 
miles o f air ro und the earth ’s surface 
No w just in the same way th at a g im ­ 
let, bo ring its way into wo o d, beco mes 
warm, so a bullet g o ing 20 miles a 
m inute wo uld beco me extrem ely warm 
in bo ring its way thro ug h 20 miles o f 
air. 
And in the same way th at a bullet 
became warm, so a m eteo rite trav eling

There are sev eral exp erts emp lo yed 
by the g o v ernment to insp ect the cur­ 
rency o ffered fo r redemp tio n. 
In fact, 
ev ery p erso n emp lo yed in the bureau is 
in so me deg ree an exp ert. l» ecause each 
o ne o f them has to p ass o n the g enuine 
ness o f the mo ney p resented fo r re­ 
demp tio n, and this is a difficult task 
Remember that thi.s mo ney co mes to 
the treasury as a rule, o nly w’ben it is 
so badly wo rn that it will no t p ass cur­ 
rent 
This dirty, to rn, g reasy, rag g ed 
mo ney the exp erts hav e to handle and 
decide whether it was issued by the 
g o v ernment and sho uld be redeemed at 
its face v alue o r w hether it is the wo ik 
o f co unterfeiters and sho uld be rejected 
It is no t at all to the discredit o f the 
exp erts o f the bureau th at so m« bo g us 
mo ney has g o t p ast them and been de­ 
tected in o ne o f the o ffices to which the 
p ieces o f the mo ney g o fo r further ex­ 
am inatio n. 
This do es no t o ccur o ften 
The p eculiar p ro v ince o f o ne exp ert 
is net to detect bad mo ney—tho ug h 
she is an exp ert at th a t—but to p ut to 
g ether to rn p ieces o f mo ney sent in fo r 
identificatio n and redem p tio n 
These 
p ieces o f mo ney co me fro m all p arts o f 
the co untry and arriv e under mo st ex­ 
trao rdinary co nditio ns This is no t sur­ 
p rising in v iew o f the fact that 'they 
co me fro m exp eriences w ith fire and 
water and g astric juices and many o th­ 
er p o werful ag ents. 
A no t infrequent 
accident to mo ney is to be left in a 
sto v e, whence it is taken in a badly 
charred co nditio n, w ith o nly ashes to 
rep resent the g reater p art o f it. 
Often 
it is used by rats to make their nests, 
o r, buried in the damp ness o f a cellar, it 
ro ts away, o r, swallo wed by a co w, it is 
rescued fro m her sto mach a slimy mass 
o f p ap er 
Here are the rules o f the treasury fo r 
the redemp tio n o f m utilated mo ney 
Fo r a p iece o f currency g reater than 
two -fifths and less than three-fifths o f 
the o rig inal no te o ne-half the face v alue 
o f the no te is g iv en 
Fo r a p iece as 
g reat as three-fifths the who le v alue o f 
the no te is g iv en 
E’er a p iece two -fifths 
in size o f the o rig inal no thing is g iv en 
But this last p ro v isio n is lim ited by the 
law. which g iv es discretio n to the treas­ 
ury dep artm ent to g iv e full v alue fo r a 
no te if the o wner can p ro v e to the satis­ 
factio n o f the autho rities th at the no te, 
o r the missing p art o f it. was destro yed 
This last p ro v isio n o p ens the do o r to 
p o ssible fraud, and many are the effo rts 
made by disho nest p erso ns to take ad 
v antag e o f it 
The frag m ents o f mo ney which co me 
to the treasury are turned o v er to o ne 
o f the exp erts and so rted o ut under the 
miscro sco p e fo r identificatio n They are 
p icked ap art, and each tiny p iece is as­ 
sig ned to its p lace like a p art o f a p nz 
zle 
This is usually do ne o n g lass, and 
the frag m ents are ev entually p ut be 
tween p ieces o f g lass to ho ld them to ­ 
g ether while they are measured to see 
whether there is two -fifths o r three- 
fifths o f the no te identifiable o r whether 
it is so little th at the o wner can reco v er 
no thing So metimes it is a v ery serio us 
m atter to the o wner, but the p o o r are 
no t the o nly ap p licants fo r assistance 
to reco v er damag ed mo ney. At the tim e 
W K. V anderbilt’s beautifnl ho me at 
Newp o rt was burned Mrs. Vanderbilt 
sent in abo ut |1,000 in m utilated cur­ 
rency. o ut o f which the exp ert was able 
to identify fo r redemp tio n all but a 
fractio n o f the sum 
It it is no t alo ne m utilated mo ney 
that co mes to the treasury, but dirty 
and wo rn mo ney o f all kinds, to the ex­ 
tent o f nearly |o 00.000.000 a year 
So metimes co unterfeits g et p ast the 
exp erts in this bureau and are caug ht 
in the o ther bureaus to which the halv es 
are sent when the p ackag es o f o ld no tes 
hav e g o ne under the knife and been di 
v ided up fo r co unting and identificatio n 
befo re they are destro yed. 
But this is 
no t the mo at frequent fo rm o f attem p t­ 
ed fraud

One man in 
Kansas sent to the treasury tbe halv es

a fence and that the co at bad been 
burned, to the destructio n o f p art o f 
the no tea It hap p ened th at the treasury 
had redeemed the o ther halv es o f these 
no tes just two and a half years befo re 
fo r a mo ney bro ker o n tbe Bo wery, in 
New Yo rk, and. thinking the case sns 
p icio na. had kep t an eye o ut fo r the 
p o ssibility o f attem p ted fraud. 
The 
Kansas man was a p erso n o f g o o d busi 
ness standing , and his bankers threat 
ened the treasury o fficials with dismissal 
if they questio ned his affidav it 
They 
p ut the case in the hands o f the dep art 
m ent o f justice, and ev entnally the 
man p leaded g uilty and was fined |1.

A bank in Alabama receiv ed fro m a

NEW MOXEY FOR OLD. 


A most distressing accident occurred 
at the stave mill owned by McCoy Bros, 
near the Anderson farm early yesterday 
morning when John Cochran, an em* 
ploye, had four fingers of hie right 
hand removed. 
Cochran is a man about 20 years and 
lives near the mill. He had not been 
working tor three weeks and returned 
to his duty yesterday morning. About 
9 o’clock he was sawing wood, when by 
accident his hand slipped, the saw 
cutting his hand. Several fingers were 
severed while the others were hanging 
from the hand by a small piece of flesh. 
A physician was summoned, and cut off 
the other fingers. He was taken to his 
home, and this morning he was still 
suffering intense pain. 
Saturday night as Charles Herbert, 
who works in the warehouse of the 
Laughlin pottery, was riding to his 
home in East End he ran into a six-year- 
old son of James Rigby, of Ralston 
crossing. The rider was thrown from 
the wheel and the boy had his right 
arm caught between the back wheel and 
fork. 
When Herbert picked up his 
wheel he was unable to relieve the 
position of the boy until the wheel was 
reversed. Examination proved that the 
arm had been broken near the wrist. He 
was taken to the home of his father 
where the fracture was reduced. 
The boys who live in that neighbor­ 
hood are in the habit of standing in 
front of an approaching rider until the 
latter is within a few feet of them. 
Several minor accidents have occurred 
as a result of that action!! but the worst 
occurred Saturday night. 


W hat It R eally I* and W here It 
Cornea From. 
Sir Robert Ball, who is the world’s 
greatest living astronomer, told a Lon­ 
don audience recently some interesting 
facts about meteorites and shooting 
stars. In describing the origin of meteor­ 
ites he said that millions of years ago, 
when the earth was an infant at play 
and volcanoes were giants, the meteors 
were thrown upward in infant convul­ 
sions. Some of the earth’s discarded 
rocks returned at once, but those which 
were flung upward at a rate greater 
than seven miles a second passed be­ 
yond the earth’s gravitating influence 
and sought paths of their own, no one 
could tell whither. 
And then, after millions of years, 
they once more came within the reach 
of the world, and old Mother Earth re­ 
sumed her sway, took back the rocks to 
her bosom and the astronomers said a 
meteorite had fallen. 
Sir Robert asked his hearers to imag­ 
ine a wrapping of some hundreds of 
miles of air round the earth’s surface 
Now just in the same way that a gim­ 
let, boring its way into wood, becomes 
warm, so a bullet going 20 miles a 
minute would become extremely warm 
in boring its way through 20 miles of 
air. 
And in the same way that a bullet 
became warm, so a meteorite traveling 
10,000 times as fast as a bullet, travel­ 
ing at this speed perhaps for hundreds 
of years through realms of space whose 
paralyzing cold was indescribable and 
Anding itself at last plunging through 
the warm bath of the air, became hot­ 
ter and hotter and hotter. 
It glowed, it became white hot, it 
melted, it dissolved in a burst of ga 
eous splendor, and observers on the 
earth cried. “ Why, there’s a shooting j 
star!”

The famous monasteries of Meteors 
crown the summits of vast rock pinna­ 
cles rising from the plain of Thessaly. 
By what strange means the first cun­ 
ning architects of these airy perches 
succeeded in reaching the scene of their 
labors is a matter wreathed in mystery 
The cliffs are far too smooth and per 
pendicnlar for any man to climb by 
hand and foot, and history guards jeal­ 
ously the secret of the monasteries. All 
that is known about them is that the 
monks aud wandering friars of the mid 
die ages found sanctuary here when 
first the crescent and ecimiter ran red 
with Christian blood. Visitors to the 
monks’ abode announce their presence 
by shouting until some one far above 
looks out and lets the net, which is 
worked by a windlass, come down. 
The sensation of the ascent is dis­ 
tinctly novel. Seated on the ground in 
the center of the net, the meshes are 
one by one looped on to a large iron 
hood. As the rope becomes taut the 
cords press uncomfortably hard upon 
various points of one’s body, and with 
a strong wind blowing it swings to 
and fro and bumps its hnman load 
against the cliff. The rope, as it slowly 
winds on the drum up in the monastery, 
kinks occasionally, and the jerk gives 
one the impression that the rickety con­ 
cern is giving way. * 
The jonrney. however, ends safely 
170 feet above the ground, where the 
monks promptly extricate the visitor 
and give bim a pleasant welcome.

There are several experts employed 
by the government to inspect the cur­ 
rency offered for redemption. 
In fact. 
every person employed in the bureau is 
in some degree an expert, becanse each 
one of them has to pass on the genuine­ 
ness of the money presented for re­ 
demption, and this is a difficult task 
Remember that this money comes to 
the treasury, as a rule, only when it is 
so badly worn that it will not pass cur­ 
rent 
This dirty, torn, greasy, ragged 
money the experts have to bandle and 
decide whether it was issued by the 
government and should be redeemed at 
its face value or whether it is the woik 
of counterfeiters and should be rejected 
It is not at all to the discredit of the 
experts of the bnrean that some bogus 
money has got past them and been de­ 
tected in one of the offices to which the 
pieces of the money go for further ex­ 
amination. This does not occur often 
The peculiar province of one expert 
is net to detect bad money—though 
she is an expert at that—but to put to 
gether torn pieces of money sent in for 
identification and redemption 
These 
pieces of money come from all parts of 
the country and arrive under most ex 
traordinary conditions This is not sur­ 
prising in view of the fact that ‘they 
come from expeliences with fire and 
water and gastric juices and many oth­ 
er powerful agents. A not infrequent 
accident to money is to be left in a 
stove, whence it is taken in a badly 
charred condition, with only ashes to 
represent the greater part of it. Often 
it is used by rats to make their nests, 
or, buried in the dampness of a cellar, it 
rota away, or, swallowed by a cow, it is 
rescued from her stomach a slimy mass 
of paper 
Here are the rules of the treasury for 
the redemption of mutilated money 
For a piece of currency greater than 
two-fifths and less than three-fifths of 
the original note one-half the face value 
of the note is given 
For a piece as 
great as three-fifths the whole value of 
the note is given For a piece two-fifths 
in size of the original nothing is given 
But this last provision is limited by the 
law. which gives discretion to the treas­ 
ury department to give full value for a 
note if the owner can prove to the satis­ 
faction of the authorities that the note. 
or the missing part of it. was destroyed 
This last provision opens the door to 
possible fraud, and many are the efforts 
made by dishonest persons to take ad 
vantage of it 
The fragments of money which come 
to the treasury are turned over to one 
of the experts and sorted out under the 
miscroscope for identification They are 
picked apart, and each tiny piece is as­ 
signed to its place like a part of a puz 
zle 
This is usually done on glass, and 
the fragments are eventually put be 
tween pieces of glass to hold them to­ 
gether while they are measured to see 
whether there is two-fifths or three- 
fifths of the note identifiable or whether 
it is so little that the owner can recover 
nothing Sometimes it is a very serious 
matter to the owner, bnt the poor are 
not the only applicants for assistance 
to recover damaged money. At the time 
W K. Vanderbilt’s beautiful home at 
Newport was burned Mrs. Vanderbilt 
sent in about $1 ,000 in mutilated cur­ 
rency, out of which the expert was able 
to identify for redemption all but a 
fraction of the sum. 
It it is not alone mutilated money 
that comes to the treasury, but dirty 
and worn money of all kinds, to the ex­ 
tent of nearly $500,000,000 a year 
Sometimes counterfeits get past the 
experts in this bureau and are caught 
in the other bureaus to which the halves 
are sent when the packages of old notes 
have gone under the knife and been di 
vided up for counting and identification 
before they are destroyed. 
But this is 
not the most frequent form (rf attempt­ 
ed fraud 
The mutilated money offers 
the easiest path to this sort of crime 
Some of the experiences of the re

thieves are interesting 
One man in 
Kansas sent to the treasury the halves 
of some small bills with the edges nice­ 
ly charred, accompanied by an affidavit 
from the sender that he had put the 
money in bis pocket, hung bis coat on 
a fence and that the coat bad been 
burned, to the destruction of part of 
the notea It happened that the treasury 
had redeemed the other halves of these 
notes just two and a half years before 
for a money broker on the Bowery, in 
New York, and. thinking the case ens 
picious. had kept an eye out for the 
possibility of attempted fraud. 
The 
Kansas man was a person of good busi 
ness standing, and his bankers threat 
ened the treasury officials with dismissal 
if they questioned his affidavit 
They 
put the case in the hands of the depart 
ment of justice, and eventually the 
man pleaded guilty and was fined $1. 
IOO. 
A bank in Alabama received from a 
depositor a fragment of a $10 bill and 
the treasury people paid $5 for it 


Later came a claim accompanied Dy tne 
other part of the bill, a little charred, 
with an affidavit saying the sender had 
burned the remainder of the note by 
mistake. 
A Chicago man sent in fragments of 
two $20 bills and one $10 bill with an 
affidavit telling how the other halves 
had been destroyed, and in the same 
mail the other halves of these notes 
came in from a Chicago bank 
A spe 
cial agent caught the maker of the affi 
davit who proved to be the tool of 
some swindlers, and he was sent to 
prison for a year and a half-

This dirty. torn. greasy, ragged 
money the experts have to handle and 
decide whether it was issued by the 
government and should be redeemed at 
its face value or whether it is the woik 
of counterfeiters and should be rejected 
It is not at all to the discredit of the 
experts of the bureau th at some bogus 
money has got past them and been de­ 
tected in one of the offices to which the 
pieces of the money go for further ex­ 
amination. 
This does not occur often 
The peculiar province of one expert 
is net to detect bad money—though 
she is an expert at th at—but to put to 
gether torn pieces of money sent in for 
identification and redemption 
These 
pieces of money come from all parts of 
the country and arrive under most ex 
traordinary conditions This is not sur­ 
prising in view of the fact that ’they 
come from experiences w ith fire and 
water and gastric juices and m any oth­ 
er powerful agents. 
A not infrequent 
accident to money is to be left in a 
stove, whence it is taken in a badly 
charred condition, w ith only ashes to 
represent the greater part of it. 
Often 
it is used by rats to make their nests, 
or, buried in the dampness of a cellar, it 
rots away, or, swallowed by a cow, it is 
rescued from her stomach a slimy mass 
of paper 
Here are the rules of the treasury for 
the redemption of m utilated money 
For a piece of currency greater than 
two-fifths and less than three-fifths of 
the original note one-half the face value 
of the note is given 
For a piece as 
great as three-fifths the whole value of 
the note is given 
Fora piece two-fifths 
in size of the original nothing is given 
3ut this last provision is lim ited by the 
law. which gives discretion to the treas­ 
ury departm ent to give full value for a 
note if the owner can prove to the satis­ 
faction of the authorities th at the note. 
or the missing part of it. was destroyed 
This last provision opens the door to 
possible fraud, and many are the efforts 
made by dishonest persons to take ad 
vantage of it 
The fragm ents of money which come 
to the treasury are turned over to one 
of the experts and sorted out under the 
mi8croscope for identification They are 
picked apart, and each tiny piece is as­ 
signed to its place like a part of a puz 
zle 
This is usually done on glass, and 
the fragm ents are eventually put be 
tween pieces of glass to hold them to­ 
gether while they are measured to see 
whether there is two-fifths or three- 
fifths of the note identifiable or whether 
it is so little th at the owner can recover 
nothing Sometimes it is a very serious 
m atter to the owner, but the poor are 
not the only applicants for assistance 
to recover damaged money. At the tim e 
W K. V anderbilt’s beautifnl home at 
Newport was burned Mrs. Vanderbilt 
sent in about $1 ,000 in m utilated cur­ 
rency. out of which the expert was able 
to identify for redemption all but a 
fraction of the sum. 
It it is not alone m utilated money 
that comes to the treasury, but dirty 
and worn money of all kinds, to the ex­ 
tent of nearly $500,000,000 a year 
Sometimes counterfeits get past the 
experts in this bureau and are caught 
in the other bureaus to which the halves 
are sent when the packages of old notes 
have gone under the knife and been di 
vided up for counting and identification 
before they are destroyed.

’em back!” 
“ But, governor”— 
“ See here, young man,” explained 
Uncle Dick, “ I daresn’t do it. Why, 
man alive, if they ever found out in 
Illinois that I smoked 25 cent cigars, 
whether I paid for 'em or not, they’d 
turn me out of the church, and it would 
ruin me politically forever. 
No, sir 
Five cent cigars at home and IO centers 
in New York are good enough for me I” 
Somebody once asked Uncle Dick how 
he happened to join an abolition party 
when he was born in Kentucky. 
“ Uncle Tim was the principal cause 
of it,” he answered. 
“ Uncle Tim was 
the only slave in the family and had de­ 
scended from my grandfather to my 
father. 
In order to divide up the very 
little property that my father left us 
when he died. Uncle Tim had to be sold 
at auction. I shall never forget how be 
looked as he stood on the box ready for 
sale. He was a powerful man, with a 
manly bearing, a fine face, and a skin 
as black as ebony. He had always been 
fond of us children, and I thought a1 
most as much of him as of my father. 
The tears streamed down his face, and 
he begged my father’s brother to buy 
him, but this could not he done. 
“ ‘Uncle Tim,’ I said as I went up 
to him, ‘I ’m going to work and earn 
the money to buy you and set you 
free.’ His face lighted up with pride 
and pleasure, and then settled back into 
a look of despair. 
‘Tank you,’ Marse 
Dick, ’ he said. 
‘But yo's a pore orphan 
an won’t nebber be rich ’nuff to buy 
Uncle Tim.’ He was sold and brought 
only $400, being past his best working 
days. I moved to Illinois and then back 
to Kentucky. I struggled along, but 
somehow failed to accumulate any mon­ 
ey. Occasionally I saw Uncle Tim, and 
always assured him that the first mon­ 
ey I got should buy his freedom. He al­ 
ways answered gratefully, but I could 
see he never believed that I would be 
able to do it. In 1849 I went to Cali­ 
fornia, and, after a hard pall of it, I 
got together several thousand dollars. 
I sent the money at once to my brother 
and Uncle Tim was purchased and 
freed. 
“A few days after that I was stand­ 
ing on the front porch of my brother’s 
house when Uncle Tim came out of a 
piece of woods a little distance away 
and approached along the pathway. His 
abundant gray hair was thrown back 
over his giant shoulders, bis face was 
ashen, and he looked like Michael An­ 
gelo’s statue of Moses. His face was 
aglow as if lighted verily by tfie Holy 
Ghost. When he caught sight of me he 
threw back bis head, raised his arms 
and exclaimed, ‘My God, .has the Iii’ 
orphan boy lived to buy and set me 
free!’ Then he put his arms around me 
and tried to lift me as in old days, but 
I bad grown too large, and he had 
grown too weak. ” 
They tell a good story about one of 
his campaign experiences, which Uncle 
Dick has always denied stoutly. In one 
of his tours he rode through a very lit­ 
tle town down in the southern part of 
the state. 
There was a high picket 
fence around one of the houses and a 
pretty woman with a bevy of children 
around her stood at the gate. 
“ Madam,” said Uncle Dick in his 
most ingratiating way, “may I kiss 
these beautiful children?” 
“ Certainly, sir,” said the lady as she 
lined up the youngsters. 
“They are 
lo-v-e-ly children,” said Uncle Dick as 
he kissed the fourteenth and last, “a 
family for any father to be proud of 
They are all yours, madam ? Ah, no 
need to ask, ” continued Uncle Dick. 
“ These lovely curls, these 
musical 
voices assure me. ”

The board of education held a regular 
session in Central building last evening 
at 8:10 o’clock. 
It was short, lasting 
but 50 minutes. 
The meeting was 
opened with 
scripture reading 
and 
prayer by Dr. J. C. Taggart. 
The 
members present were Yodrey, Hill. 
Smith, Taggart, Murphy and Williams. 
The minutes of the last meeting were 
approved. 
The committee on additional school 
room, of which Mr. Murphy was chair­ 
man, reported: "We find the Third, 
Grant and Central buildings crowded, 
and to lessen the present condition an 
outlay of considerable money will be 
necessary. 
The third floor of the Cen­ 
tral building can be remodeled at a cost 
of about $3,000, which is very cheap. 
This would relieve the crowded condi­ 
tion of every school in the city. 
The j 
East End has now seven teachers, aud 
every room is crowded to its capacity. 
Next year the board will have to have 
several additional rooms in that part of 
the city and the committee recommends 
that a building be erected there. Ground 
for the erection of an eight room brick 
building should be purchased at once as 
property at present is very cheap to 
what it will be in a few months. 
By 
having this building the hom'd can have 
a higher gfade in the grammar schools. 
The rent paid for the rooms now in use 
coaid pay the interest on a large amount 
of money that coaid be used for the 
erection of such a building.” 
Mr. Hill stated that he had spoken to 
Mr. Harker about donating a lot in the 
Puritan addition. 
Ae yet he had not 
received an answer, but may before the 
next meeting. 
. 
Dr. Taggart thought an eight room 
bnilding was needed very mach, and 
that within a year it would be fully oc­ 
cupied, and then it could probably be 
erected at a cost of not less than $16,000 
The lot should not be less than OO feet 
front. 
Mr. Vodrey stated that if the Central 
building was remodeled the board would 
be compelled to place fire escapes on the 
building. 
That remark ended the dis­ 
cussion on the report of the committee 
on additional school room. 
Mr. Murphy made a motion that the 
clerk be authorized to take the neces­ 
sary legal steps for the purpose of hold­ 
ing an election, when the people can 
vote on a proposition to issue $16,000 in 
school bonds, the money to be used in 
the construction of an eight-room build­ 
ing in East End. The motion carried. 
Doctor Williams stated that some im ­ 
provements should be made to the West 
End building. 
The sanitary condition 
of the building is deplorable. 
It was 
described at length to the board. 
The 
school accommodates 400 scholars, has 
eight rooms and not a drop of water in 
the building. An architect will be asked 
to draw plans for the improvements, 
and present the same at the next meet* 
ing. 
The matter of erecting a flag pole and 
a notice from Auditor Harvey asking 
the tax levy be forwarded at once will 
be disposed of at the next meeting. 
It is probable a special meeting will be 
held daring the early part of next week.

The mnsic of ballets and t^ie roar of 
artillery have made the. soldiers who 
lately arrived very nervons. Those who 
have been here long enoagh to get ac- 
cnstomed to the daily hail of lead from 
the enemy, which nsually goes wide of 
the mark, wonld rather fight than eat 
the bonntifnl meals Uncle Sam is now 
providing for his faithfnl soldiers. Bnt, 
meantime, life in the trenches is getting 
monotonons and during the past week 
copious rains have fallen, adding to the 
discomfort of the boys and reminding 
ns that the rainy season is not many 
weeks off, when the lines will surely 
have to be abandoned. 
By the time this letter is printed the 
terrible rains of these islands will al­ 
most be dae. It is anticipated, however, 
that the news sent by cable will tell 
your readers before that time that our 
forces have moved uiwn the insurgent 
strongholds and have even taken their 
capital. Malolos. 
Our gunboats and 
monitors can get within six miles of 
Malolos. and they may co-operate with 
the troops and bombard the town. 
The Tenth Pennsylvania volunteers, 
under Colonel Hawkins, took a vote on 
March 16 as to whether they would re­ 
main here after their present term of 
enlistment expires, 
and 
they 
were 
tinanimous in voting to stay as long as 
their country’s fiag needed their pro­ 
tection. and it can be said that this is 
the sentiment of all the volunteers. 
Several of the soldiers in the ranks are 
men of means whose business at home 
is suffering by their absence, but they 
are patiently doing their duty as pa­ 
triots. 
. 
. 
Here is one of the many curious inci­ 
dents and features of the conflict be­ 
tween the Filipino rebels and the Unit­ 
ed States troops in frqnt of Manila. 
During a hot skirmish on the 17th of 
March between some of the outposts 
on the left of cur line near Caloccan, 
.composed of the First brigade of Mac- 
,A rthui’s Second division, commanded 
by Brigadier General H. G. Otis, a 
Filipino soldier was taken prisoner and 
brought in. 
He was taken Isjfore Gen­ 
eral Otis and carefully “ pum ped." with 
a view of extracting from him infoniip- 
tion relative to the position, strength 
.and temper of the rebel line in front, 
at was found, however, that he was 
unable to speak Spanish, and this in­ 
creased the difficulty of communication. 
To overcome the difficulty, however, 
an interpreter was sent for who could 
talk Spanish, and another—a Chinaman 
— was brought into the combination 
who could manipulate l)oth the Tagalog 
tongue and the Spanish. 
The first in­ 
terpreter. curiously enough, was a H a­ 
waiian and an ex-soldier of the little 
island state, who is now a member of 
the Tenth Pennsylvania infantry and 
who, as before stated, talks both Span­ 
ish and “ United States." General Otis 
put his questions in English to this in­ 
terpreter, w’ho Converted them into 
Spanish, and tlien put them to the 
Chinaman, who threw them into T aga­ 
log, and in that shape fired them at the 
Filipino prisoner 
His responses were 
made in Tagalog. converted by the 
Chinese interpreter into Spanish, then 
given to the Haw’aiian, and after veri­ 
fication found their way to General Otis 
in English. 
Thus here w’ere four per­ 
sons and three languages brought into 
play in order to “ get action" on tl>e 
necessary war imiuiriea. 
The prisoner, w’ho was very hungry, 
was not unwilling to talk or to eat 
American rations, bnt. being offered a 
glass of wine, ho drew the line there, 
evidently suspecting 
that the stuff 
might be doctored He said he belonged 
to the Battalion Tarlock. at that mo­ 
ment in line of battle in the forest 
alxmt 1.5(H) yards in front of blv>ek- 
honse No- I. the salituit of the Ameri­ 
can line in that direction. The prisoner 
was askod a number of pointed (jiies 
tions, to which he replied frankly and 
apparently without seeking to withhold 
anything be knew He said many oi the 
“ poor Filipino" soldiers were dissatis­ 
fied because they received no pay and 
alim rations: that there were then about 
4,000 troops on the immediate norther­ 
ly front; that only about 2.000 of them 
were arm ed; that they had three guns 
on their right, at the village of Polo, 
and some mountain guns on their left. 
•D the vicinitv of San Jnan del Mont* 


that there was a battery of artillerymen 
among the ti'oops, but without guns; 
that there had been many desertions 
from the Filipino arm y; that there were 
aliout 10,000 soldiers at and about Ma­ 
lolos. and the talk in the rebel camps 
was that these soldieri were intending 
to come down and captnre Manila “ in 
25 days;“ that “ General E m ilio" was 
there 
and 
also General “ Panteleon 
Garcia " 
This soldier carried no rifle, but was 
in company with one who did, and who 
was killed and his rifle captured by 
skiimishers. 
The prisoner apparently 
did not seek to escape, which he might 
have done by the industrious use of his 
legs, because he was near cover at the 
time. 
He evidently preferred to be 
made a pris( nor, not having the lear of 
cruel treatment—a belief which was 
subsequently confirmed by the action of 
his American captors. 
He was a well 
built, sturdy little native peasant, wear­ 
ing the customary blue checked uni­ 
form of the Filipino army, but without 
any shoes. 
He wore two hats of broad 
brimmed straw, turned up behind (like 
the old farmer who has money to loan 
or hogs to sell), one of which (the hats, 
not the hog.s) he displayed with a good 
deal of pride as having been riddled 
with bullets. He had simply carried off 
the hat of his deceased companion, who 
fell on the skirmish line. 
The spirited affair in which this pris­ 
oner and others were taken was mainly 
coudncted on the American side by a 
Sergeant (Condon) and nine men of 
Battery G, Third United States artil­ 
lery, supported by a detachment of the 
First Montana volunteers on one flank 
and a few skirmishers from the Tenth 
Pennsylvania volunteers on the other 
flank. 
The execution was nearly all 
done by Condon’s few men, however, 
and after the engagement he counted 
ten dead Filipin(j* on the field. He esti­ 
mated that he encountered 150 Filipino 
soldiers, who were defeated and driven 
back under cover of the woods to escape 
the deadly fire of onr riflemen and the 
“ boom, boom" of one of Yonng’s Utah 
fieldpieces. 
Colonel Charles Denby came down 
from Hongkong yesterday. Colonel Den­ 
by is the last of the Philippine com­ 
missioners to arrive in Manila, and at 
10 o’clock this morlling the first meet­ 
ing of the commissioners was held at 
the governor’s palace. 
Every member 
of the commission was present. Admiral 
Dewey coming over from the Olympia 
in his private launch, and Schurman, 
Worcester and Denby driving in the 
private carriage provided for them 
while here from Malate. 
Nothing of 
importance was done at this meeting 
except to organize. 
The condition of 
affairs here will greatly interfere with 
the work of the commission. It will be 
impossible for them to go ontsideof the 
City of Manila to stndy the conditions 
of the country. 
The home of the three civilian mem­ 
bers of the commission is 92 Calle Real, 
Malate, the most palatial residence in 
all Manila, not excepting the governor’s 
palace. 
It was the home of a wealthy 
Spaniard, and the United States gov­ 
ernment pays him a handsome rental 
for it. 
President Schurman took nie 
through their splendid quarters, which 
backs up to the bay. where the com­ 
missioners can jum p intp the salt wa­ 
ter for a bath every morning, right un- 
'» 'r the protecting guns of Admiral 
Dewey’s flagship, the Olympia, and 
other vessels of his fleet.

IT WAS NOT TOO LATE 


A S t o r y o f K m o p r n n D i p l o m a c y a n d 
O n r C i v i l W a r . 
The Outlook gives an interesting 
story of the Spanish administration, 
when, during our civil war, the Emperor 
Napoleon formed the ingenious plan of 
uniting European nations in a change 
of the international law governing 
blockades. 
The admiralty law of the 
world at present extends the jurisdic­ 
tion of any nation for one marine league 
from its shores. If. therefore, any block­ 
ade runner could get within three miles 
of Jamaica, Cuba or Porto Rico, he 
was safe from any interference from 
our blockading fleet. 
Napoleon proposed that, instead of 
one league, the limit of local sovereignty 
should be extended to three leagues 
from shore, and he persuaded the Span­ 
ish minister to come into his plan. 
Such an extension of neutral limits 
would have greatly hindered the opera­ 
tions of our blockading fleets. 
All the 
negotiations were conducted with great 
secrecy, but orders were sent from 
Spain to the West Indies, instructing 
authorities there to extend threefold the 
range of their dominion over the sea. 
These orders had already gone when 
Horatio Perry, the American secretary 
of legation, got wind of the treachery 
of our ally. 
Mr. Perry told his wife. She told the 
Duchess of M ontpelier, who hated 
Louis Napoleon, and the duchess told 
her sister, the Spanish queen. Then the 
queen sent for Mr. Perry and asked 
what it was all about.

RARE EGYPTIAN RELICS. 


T ^o of th e Moat Remark ab le S tataee 
of lllatory Fou n d on Up p er Nile. 
Two o f th e mo st remarkable statues 
ever fo und were recently unearth ed by 
M. Geo rges Legrain, a French Egypto lo ­ 
gist, fro m th e ruins o f th e temple at 
Karnak, Egypt, o n th e Upper Nila 
One o f th ese is in alabaster and rep­ 
resents th e great Th eban go d, Ammo n. 
Th is alabaster go d is 18 feet h igh and 
was o riginally made fro m o ne so lid 
blo ck o f sto ne, th e largest alabaster 
statue in th e wo rld. 
It was fo und in 
th ree pieces, wh ich were easily put to ­ 
geth er.

mans canno t be prevailed upo n to give 
a straigh tfo rward desciiptio n o f it, and 
mere adventurers, like th e several Eu­ 
ro pean h adjis (Burckh ardt, Burto n and 
th e o th ers) co uld o nly gratify th eir in­ 
telligent curio sity by stealth y investi­ 
gatio ns. Detectio n in th e act o f pursu­ 
ing such investigatio n wo uld h ave co st 
th e travelers th eir lives, in pnrsuance 
(as Mo h ammedans suppo se) o f th e law 
o f th e pro ph et. 
Yo ur faith ful Mussul­

o ne to visit Mecca. 
Th e Mo h ammedans believe th at th is 
famo us sto ne was bro ugh t do wui fro m 
h eaven by angela 
It is set in th e wall

Th e sto ne is fo ur feet 
nine inch es fro m th e gro und and is 
kissed and to uch ed w’ith great vener­ 
atio n by every pilgrim to Mecca. 
Mr. liate mentio ns wh at intelligent 
travelers h ave reco rded co ncerning th e 
nature o f th e black sto ne. Gne o f th em 
tells us th at it is undo ubtedly a large 
aero lite—an o pinio n wh ich scarcely 
h armo nizes with its reputed quality o f 
flo ating in water, since aero lites nsnally 
co ntain a large percentage o f h eavy 
metallic matter, such as iro n pyrites. 
Ano th er traveler repo rts th at it lo o ks 
like a piece o f lava, co ntaining small 
extraneo ns particles o f so me wh ite and 
yello wish substanca 
Still ano th er o f th ese auth o rities 
affirms th at it is a fragment o f vo lcanic 
basalt, sprinkled th ro ugh o ut its surface 
with small, po inted, co lo red crystals and 
varied with felspar upo n a dark gro und, 
like co al, excepting o ne o f its pro tuber­ 
ances, wh ich h appens to be a little red­ 
dish . 
Oth ers, again, claiming an equal title 
to exact kno wledge, give it as th eir 
o pinio n th at it is no th ing else th an an 
o rdinary piece o f sto ne fro m quarries in 
wh ich th e Meccan territo ry abo unds 
Th ese last mentio ned travelers, h o w 
ever, appear to o verlo o k th e circum­ 
stance th at th is o pinio n o f th eirs do es 
no t take due co gnizance o f th at pro per­ 
ty o f th e sto ne to wh ich we h ave just 
alluded and also th e circumstance th at 
th e o nly kind o f sto ne yielded by th e 
Meccan quarries is a so rt o f gray gran- 
ita 
No t so difficult is it to fo rm an idea 
as to its size and present appearance 
In fo rm it is an irregular o val, th e in­ 
equality o f its two lo nger sides impart­ 
ing to it a so mewh at semicircular ap­ 
pearance. 
It measures abo ut 6 inch es 
in h eigh t and 8 in breadth , th e diame­ 
ter o n its lo wer and wider aide being 
83^ inch es. Th e surface is pro tuberant 
and so mewh at kno bby o r undulating 
and h as th e appearance o f being co m­ 
po sed o f a nnmber o f smaller sto nes o f 
different sizes and sh apes, securely fit­ 
ted to geth er with cement and perfectly 
smo o th . 
Its appearance is as th o ugh th e o rig­ 
inal piece o f sto ne h ad been bro ken to 
pieces by a vio lent blo w and th en re­ 
paired. And. as a matter o f fact, th is 
appears to bo th e true explanatio n o f 
th is irregularity o f th e surface, fo r it is 
reco rded by th e Arabian h isto rians o f 
th e Caaba th at in th e year 418 o f th e 
Hajira an emissary o f a certain Egyp­ 
tian kh alifa, kno wn as “ th e Mad Kh ali­ 
fa Hakim. ” sh attered it to pieces by a 
stro ke o f a club, and th ey relate th at 
after th is event th e pieces and ’even th e 
dust also were carefully resto red and 
th e fragments cemented to geth er 
Th e pro tuberances mentio ned are 12 
o r 15 in number and are snch as to im­ 
part to th e surface o f th e sto ne a mus­ 
cular o r pebbly appearance. Near th e 
middle th ere is a h o llo w wh ich reach es 
to abo ut as much as two inch es belo w 
th e o uter edge o f th e sto ne and is o f a 
kind to suggest to th e visito r th e sur­ 
mise th at o ne o f th e pro tuberances may 
h ave been remo ved. 
Th e co lo r o f th e surface o f th e relic is 
at th e present time a deep reddish 
bro wn, o r, as so me h ave described it, a 
metallic black, and. no twith standing 
th e po lish ed appearance imparted to it 
by th e co nstant to uch ing o f unnumber­ 
ed myriads o f devo tees, it yet bears o n 
its undulating surface w’h at appear to 
be evident marks o f vo lcanic o rigin 
Th ese muscular pro tuberances, h o w­

Gtiietly, but the scope of the plan is so 
great that many of the details have be­ 
come known. 
Alaska Las long tempted Mr. Harri­ 
man and as it has become more than 
«ver interesting of late ho decided to 
'barter a steamship, so that he and his 
family and the company of men whom 
he has invited might travel in com fort 
The trip will be of national importance, 
and several representatives of the U nit­ 
ed States government will be among 
* those to profit by it. 
A special train will carry the eastern 
gection of the party from New York to 
Seattle, starting on May 20 or 21, and 
picking up the remaining guests at dif­ 
ferent points in its flight westward. It 
ie expected that the travelers will re­ 
tail early in August. 
The ship will be equipped so that 
much scientific work can be done on 
board 
She will carry many guides, 
packers and bearers, so that all sorts of 
journeys of exploration inland may be 
made. To a great extent each member 
of the party may work independently, 
having an outfit and servants placed at 
bis disposal and having only to notify 
Mr. Harriman of the nature of the ex­ 
perience he desires and name a place at 
which he will rejoin the ship. 
As for the route, all that bas been 
decided as yet is that the steamship 
will make the inside passage to Sitka, 
thence to Cook's inlet, and around Ka­ 
diak island. 
Even these plans may be 
modified to meet the wishes of members 
of the party or to follow np some line 
of investigation which may suggest it­ 
self later on. 
Almost every branch of 
scientific research will be represented, 
and Alaska will be scanned and sounded 
from every point of view. 
Among the men who have accepted 
Mr. Harriman's invitation are C. Hart

NEW CHAINLESS BICYCLE. 


M echanism 
in 
Simple, 
hut 
It 
Ha* 
Some New Feature*. 
The first model of a chainless bicycle 
which embodies many points of merit is 
being shown in New York by F. W. 
Mallett. the venerable gentleman who 
invented it. In appearance the machine 
is not unlike the ordinary chainless pat­ 
tern except that there is no abnormal 
lower rear stay on one side to accommo­ 
date the shaft by which power is con­ 
veyed to the driving wheel. 
The crank hanger incloses a cleverly 
devised disk, which, by means of simple 
mechanism, converts the rotary motion 
into a reciprocating motion. This is im­ 
parted to thrust rods running through 
the rear stays. These rods connect with 
a clutch device in the rear wheel sim­ 
ilar to that contained in the crank shaft, 
and the driving power is given to the 
rear wheel While it is necessary to re­ 
volve the crank axle to start the ma­ 
chine in motion, once the wheel is mov­ 
ing the pedals may be staid in their 
circuit without interfering with the 
revolution rear wheel. 
To stop the wheel all that is required 
is the pressure of the thumb on a small 
projection in the upper part of the frame 
tubing This forces a flexible rod down­ 
ward and catches the clutch in the rear 
nub. 
It stops the machine effectually, 
but gradually. 
The same principle of 
mechanism 
applies 
throughout the 
wheel. 
It is not complicated and pos­ 
sesses the advantage of little friction 
and almost no loss of motion. Moreover, 
the contrivance is invisible and thor­ 
oughly dnstproof. 
The model shown is rather crudely 
constructed, but nevertheless experts 
who have examined the novel driving 
mechanism 
critically pronounce it 
something radically new and at the 
same time meritorious in many ways 
The inventor is seeking some one with 
sufficient capital to experiment with 
the device in order to develop it and 
place it on the market. Mr. Mallett has 
such faith in the invention that he has 
patented the idea in the United States 
and Canada.—New York Journal

RARE EGYPTIAN RELICS. 


T w o of the Moat R e m a rk a b le Statue* 
of H istory Found on Upper Nile.

So carefully is the black stone of the 
temple of Mecca guarded, even to this 
day, that the accounts given by different 
writers as to the nature and appearance 
of the black stone exhibit some consid­ 
erable variations, for orthodox Mussul­ 
mans cannot be prevailed npon to give 
a straightforward description of it, and 
mere adventurers, like the several Eu­ 
ropean hadjis (Burckhardt, Burton and 
the others) could only gratify their in­ 
telligent curiosity by stealthy investi­ 
gations. Detection in the act of pursu­ 
ing such investigation would have cost 
the travelers their lives, in pursuance 
(as Mohammedans suppose) of the law 
of the prophet. 
Your faithful Mussul­ 
man cannot understand that any other 
motive than worship should lead any 
one to visit Mecca. 
The Mohammedans believe that this 
famous stone was brought down from 
heaven by angels. 
It is set in the wall 
of the Caaba, which stands within the 
great colonnade. 
The stone is four feet 
nine inches from the ground and is 
kissed and touched with great vener 
ation by every pilgrim to Mecca. 
Mr. Bate mentions what intelligent 
travelers have recorded concerning the 
nature of the black stone. One of them 
tells us that it is undoubtedly a large 
aerolite—an opinion which scarcely 
harmonizes with its reputed quality of 
floating in water, since aerolites usually 
contain a large percentage of heavy 
metallic matter, such as iron pyrites. 
Another traveler reports that it looks 
like a piece of lava, containing amal 
extraneous particles of some white anc 
yellowish substance. 
Still another of these authorities 
affirms that it is a fragment of volcanic 
basalt, sprinkled throughout its surface 
with small, pointed, colored crystals anc 
varied with felspar npon a dark ground 
like coal, excepting one of its protuber 
ances, which happens to be a little red 
dish. 
Others, again, claiming an eqnal title 
to exact knowledge, give it as their 
opinion that it is nothing else than an 
ordinary piece of stone from quarries in 
which the Meccan territory abounds 
These last mentioned travelers, how 
ever, appear to overlook the circum 
stance that this opinion of theirs does 
not take doe cognizance of that proper 
ty of the stone to which we have just 
alluded and also the circumstance that 
the only kind of stone yielded by the 
Meccan quarries is a sort of gray gran 
ite. 
Not so difficult is it to form an idea 
as to its size and present appearance 
In form it is an irregular oval, the in­ 
equality of its two longer sides im part­ 
ing to it a somewhat semicircular ap­ 
pearance. 
It measures about 6 inches 
in height and 8 in breadth, the diame­ 
ter on its lower and wider side being 
8I i inches. 
The surface is protuberant 
and somewhat knobby or undulating 
and has the appearance of being com­ 
posed of a number of smaller stones of 
different sizes and shapes, securely fit­ 
ted together with cement and perfectly 
smooth. 
Its appearance is as though the orig­ 
inal piece of stone had been broken to 
pieces by a violent blow and then re­ 
paired. And, as a m atter of fact, this 
appears to be the true explanation of 
this irregularity of the surface, for it is 
recorded by the Arabian historians of 
the Caaba that in the year 418 of the 
Hajira an emissary of a certain Egyp­ 
tian khalifa, known as “ the Mad Khali­ 
fa Hakim, ” shattered it to pieces by a 
stroke of a club, and they relate that 
after this event the pieces and ^even the 
dust also were carefully restored and 
the fragments cemented together 
The protuberances mentioned are 12 
or 15 in number and are such as to im­ 
part to the surface of the stone a mus­ 
cular or pebbly appearance. 
Near the 
middle there is a hollow which reaches 
to about as much as two inches below 
the outer edge of the stone and is of a 
kind to suggest to the visitor the sur­ 
mise that one of the protuberances may 
have been removed. 
The color of the surface of the relic is 
at the present time a deep reddish 
brown, or, as some have described it, a 
metallic black, and. notwithstanding 
the polished appearance imparted to it 
by the constant touching of unnumber­ 
ed myriads of devotees, it yet bears on 
its undulating surface what appear to 
be evident marks of volcanic origin 
These muscular protuberances, how­ 
ever, are attributed by the Moslem au­ 
thorities to the incessant osculations 
and rubbings of the faithful.

The two greatest enemies of the rat 
tlesnake are the black snake and the 
hog. The rattlesnake is slow and slug­ 
gish in movement, while the black snake 
is intensely rapid. 
The latter will cir 
cie around bis foe and with a sudden 
dart grasp the venomous reptile by the 
neck, so that it bas no chance to use 
its poisonous fangs, and quickly squeeze 
it to death 
A hog, especially if fat, 
suffers no danger from the rattlesnake. 
He will march boldly up to the coiled 
reptile, allow himself to be struck in 
his jowls once, twice or three times, as 
the case may be, and will then calmly 
proceed to swallow the reptile without 
concern. 
The reason for the hog's im 
mnnity is due to the fact that the blood 
vessels are so minute and infrequent on 
bis cheeks, where fat is predominant, 
that they fail to take up the poison and 
carry it through the porcine system.

NEW CHAINLESS BICYCLE.

The1 first model of a chainless bicycle 
which embodies many points of merit is 
being shown in New York by F. W. 
Mallett. the venerable gentleman who 
invented it. In appearance the machine 
is not unlike the ordinary chainless pat­ 
tern except that there is no abnormal 
lower rear stay on one side to accommo 
date the shaft by which power is con 
veyed to the driving wheel. 
The crank hanger incloses a cleverly 
devised disk, which, by means of simple 
mechanism, converts the rotary motion 
into a reciprocating motion. This is im 
parted to thrust rods running through 
the rear stays. These rods connect with 
a clutch device in the rear wheel sim 
ilar to that contained in the crank shaft 
and the driving power is given to the 
rear wheel 
While it is necessary to re 
volve the crank axle to start the ma 
chine in motion, once the wheel is mov 
ing the pedals may be staid in their 
circuit without interfering with the 
revolution rear wheel. 
To stop the wheel all that is required 
is the pressure of the thumb on a small 
projection in the upper part of the frame 
tubing This forces a flexible rod down 
ward and catches the clutch in the rear 
hub. 
It stops the machine effectually 
but gradually. 
The same principle of 
mechanism 
applies 
throughout 
the 
wheel. 
It is not complicated and pos 
Besses the advantage of little friction 
and almost no loss of motion. Moreover, 
the contrivance is invisible and thor 
onghly dustproof. 
The model shown is rather crudely 
constructed, but nevertheless experts 
who have examined the novel driving 
mechanism 
critically 
pronounce it 
something radically new and at the 
same time meritorious in many ways 
The inventor is seeking some one with 
sufficient capital to experiment with 
the device in order to develop it anc 
place it on the market. Mr. Mallett has 
such faith in the invention that he has 
patented the idea in the United States 
and Canada.—New York Journal.

ENEMIES OF RATTLERS. 


Rosa and Black Snake* Kill the Ven- 
wnioun Reptile* With Impunity. 
The two greatest enemies of the rat­ 
tlesnake are the black snake and the 
hog. The rattlesnake is slow and slug­ 
gish in movement, while the black snake 
is intensely rapid. 
The latter will cir­ 
cle around his foe and with a sudden 
dart grasp the venomous reptile by the 
neck, so that it bas no chance to use 
its poisonous fangs, and quickly squeeze 
it to death 
A hog, especially if fat, 
suffers no danger from the rattlesnake. 
He will march boldly up to the coiled 
reptile, allow himself to be struck in 
his jowls once, twice or three times, as 
the case may be. and will then calmly 
proceed to swallow the reptile without 
concern. 
The reason for the hog’s im­ 
munity is due to the fact that the blood 
vessels are so minute and infrequent on 
his cheeks, w’here fat is predominant, 
that they fail to take up the poison and 
carry it through the porcine system. 
Hogs have been used in droves to clear 
some of the islands of the southern seas 
of poisonous reptiles and have proved 
successful. 
By remembering two simple facts any 
one can distinguish a poisonous serpent 
from a harmless Ona 
The venomous 
reptile invariably possesses a triangular­ 
ly shaped head and a blunt nose, while 
his tail is correspondingly blunt and 
stubby 
Any snake that tapers smooth 
ly from the middle of its body to the tip 
of its nose and to the tip of its tail as 
well, growing slender in a gradual and 
regular manner, is absolutely devoid of

A S H O O T IN G STAR. 


What It Really la and W here It 
C o rn e a F r o m . 
Sir Robert Ball, who is the world’s 
greatest living astronomer, told a Lon­ 
don audience recently some interesting 
facts about meteorites and shooting 
stars. In describing the origin of meteor­ 
ites he said that millions of years ago, 
when the earth was an infant at play 
and volcanoes were giants, the meteors 
were thrown upward in infant convul­ 
sions. 
Some of the earth’s discarded 
rocks returned at once, but those which 
were flung upward at a rate greater 
than seven miles a second passed be­ 
yond the earth’s gravitating influence 
and sought paths of their own, no one 
eould tell whither. 
And then, after millions of years, 
they once more came within the reach 
of the world, and old Mother Earth re­ 
sumed her sway, took back the rocks to 
her bosom and the astronomers said a 
meteorite had fallen. 
Sir Robert asked his hearers to imag­ 
ine a wrapping of some hundreds of 
miles of air round the earth's surface 
Now just in the same way that a gim­ 
let, boring its way into wood, becomes 
warm, so a bullet going 20 miles a 
minute would become extremely warm 
in boring its way through 20 miles of 
air. 
And in the same way that a bullet 
became warm, so a meteorite traveling 
10,000 times as fast as a bullet, travel­ 
ing at this speed perhaps for hundreds 
of years through realms of space whose 
paralyzing cold was indescribable and 
finding itself at last plunging through 
the warm bath of the air, became hot­ 
ter and hotter and hotter. 
It glowed, it became white hot, it 
melted, it dissolved in a bnrst of gas­ 
eous splendor, and observers on 
the 
earth cried, “ Why, there’s a shooting 
s ta r!” 


AN A R C H I T E C T U R A L PU ZZLE. 


Monasteries Balli In rn W ildly Inac­ 
cessible Locality. 
The famous monasteries of Meteors 
crown the summits of vast rock pinna­ 
cles rising from the plain of Thessaly. 
By what strange means the first cun­ 
ning architects of these airy perches 
succeeded in reaching the scene of their 
labors is a m atter wreathed in mystery 
The cliffs are far too smooth and per­ 
pendicular for any man to climb by 
hand and foot, and history guards jeal­ 
ously the secret of the monasteries. All 
that is known about them is that the 
monks and wandering friars of the mid­ 
dle ages found sanctuary here when 
first the crescent and ecimiter ran red 
with Christian blood. 
Visitors to the 
monks' abode announce their presence 
by shouting until some one far above 
looks out aud lets the net, which is 
worked by a windlass, come down. 
The sensation of the ascent is dis­ 
tinctly novel. 
Seated on the ground in 
the center of the net, the meshes are 
one by one loojied on to a large iron 
hood. 
As the rope becomes taut the 
cords press uncomfortably hard upon 
various points of one’s body, and with 
a strong wind blowing it swings to 
and fro ami bumps its human load 
against the cliff. The rope, as it slowly 
winds on the drum up in the monastery, 
kinks occasiorv»lly, and the jerk gives 
one the impression that the rickety con­ 
cern is giving way. 
The journey, however, ends safely 
ITO feet above the ground, where the 
monks promptly extricate the visitor 
and give him a pleasant welcome.

AN EXCHANGE FOR MUTILATED AND 


WORNOUT BILLS. 


Fnele Sam’* Redemption Borean and 
the W ork of It* Expert*—Hole* of 
the Department and Scheme* For 
Cheating' the Government. 


There are several experts employed 
by the government to inspect the cur­ 
rency offered for redemption. 
In fact. 
every person employed in the bureau is 
in some degree an expert, because each 
one of them has to pass on the genuine­ 
ness of the money presented for re­ 
demption, and this is a difficult task 
Remember that this money comes to 
the treasury, as a rule, only when it is 
so badly worn that it will not pass cur 
rent 
This dirty, torn, greasy, ragged 
money the experts have to handle and 
decide whether it was issued by the 
government and should be redeemed at 
its face value or whether it is the woik 
of counterfeiters and should be rejected 
It is not at all to the discredit of the 
experts of the bureau that some bogus 
money has got past them and been de­ 
tected in one of the offices to which the 
pieces of the money go for further ex­ 
amination. 
This does not occur often 
The peculiar province of one expert 
is net to detect bad money— though 
she is an expert at that— but to put to 
gether torn pieces of money sent in for 
identification and redemption 
These 
pieces of money come from all parts of 
the country and arrive nuder most ex­ 
traordinary conditions This is not sur­ 
prising in view of the fact that 'they 
come from experiences with fire and 
water and gastric juices and many oth­ 
er powerful agents 
A not infrequent 
accident to money is to be left in a 
stove, whence it is taken in a badly 
charred condition, with only ashes to 
represent the greater part of it. 
Often 
it is used by rats to make their nests, 
or, buried in the dampness of a cellar, it 
rots away, or, swallowed by a cow, it is 
rescued from her stomach a slimy mass 
of paper 
Here are the rules of the treasury for 
the redemption of mutilated money 
For a piece of currency greater than 
two-fifths and less than three-fifths of 
the original note one-half the face value 
of the note is given 
For a piece as 
great as three-lifths the whole value of 
the note is given 
Fora piece two-fifths 
in size of the original nothing is given 
But this last provision is limited by the 
law which gives discretion to the treas­ 
ury department to give full value for a 
note if the owner can prove to the satis­ 
faction of the authorities that the note. 
or the missing part of it. was destroyed 
This last provision opens the door to 
possible fraud, and many are the efforts 
made by dishonest persons to take ad 
vantage of it 
The fragments of money which come 
to the treasury are turned over to one 
of the experts and sorted out under the 
miscroscope for identification 
They are 
picked apart, and each tiny piece is as­ 
signed to its place like a part of a pnz 
zle 
This is usually done on glass, and 
the fragments are eventually put be 
tween pieces of glass to hold them to­ 
gether while they are measured to see 
whether there is two-fifths or three- 
fifths of the note identifiable or whether 
it is so little that the owner can recover 
nothing Sometimes it is a very serious 
m atter to the owner, but the poor are 
not the only applicants for assistance 
to recover damaged money At the time 
W K. Vanderbilt’s beautiful home at 
Newport was burned Mrs. Vanderbilt 
sent in about $1 ,000 in mutilated cur­ 
rency. out of which the expert was able 
to identify for redemption all but a 
fraction of the sum 
It it is not alone mutilated money 
that comes to the treasury, but dirty 
and worn money of all kinds, to the ex­ 
tent of nearly $500,000,000 a year 
Sometimes counterfeits get past the 
experts in this borean and are caught 
in the other bureaus to which the halves 
are sent when the packages of old notes 
have gone under the knife and been di 
vided up for counting and identification 
before they are destroyed. 
But this is 
not the most frequent form of attem pt­ 
ed fraud 
The mutilated money offers 
the easiest path to this sort of crime 
Some of the experiences of the re­ 
demption 
division 
with

thieves are interesting 
One man in 
Kansas sent to the treasury the halves 
of some small billa with the edges nice­ 
ly charred, accompanied byon affidavit 
from the sender that he had put th* 
money in bis pocket, hnug his coat on 
a fence and that the coat bad been 
burned, to the destruction of part of 
the notea It happened that the treasury 
had redeemed the other halves of these 
notes just two and a half years before 
for a money broker on the Bowery, in 
New York. and. thinking the case ans 
picious. had kept an eye out for the 
possibility of attempted fraud. 
The 
Kansas man was a person of good bnsi 
ness standing, and his bankers threat 
cued the treasury officials with dismissal 
if they questioned his affidavit 
They 
put the case in the hands of the depart 
ment of justice, and eventually the 
man pleaded guilty and was fined $1. 
800 
A bank in Alabama received from a 
depositor a fragment of a $10 bill and 
the treasury [teopie paid $5 for 
it 


Later came a claim accompanied Dy me 
other part of the bill, a little charred, 
with an affidavit saying the sender had 
burned the remainder of the note by 
mistake. 
A Chicago man sent in fragments or 
two $20 bills and one $10 bill with an 
affidavit telling how the other halves 
had been destroyed, and in the same 
mail the other halves of these notes 
came in from a Chicago bank

The board of education held a regular 
session in Central building last evening ; 
at 8:10 o’clock. 
It was short, lasting 
but 50 minutes. 
The meeting was J 
opened with 
scripture reading and 
prayer by Dr. J. C. 
Taggart. 
The 
members present were Vodrey, Hill. 
Smith, Taggart, Murphy and Williams. 
The minutes of the last meeting were 
approved. 
The committee on additional school 
room, of which Mr. Murphy was chair­ 
man, reported: “ We find the Third, 
Grant and Central buildings crowded, 
and to lessen the present condition an 
outlay of considerable money will be 
necessary. 
The third floor of the Cen­ 
tral building can be remodeled at a cost 
of about $0,000, which is very cheap. 
This would relieve the crowded condi­ 
tion of every school in the city. 
The 
East End has now seven teachers, and 
every room is crowded to its capacity. 
Next yeir the board wili have to have 
several additional rooms in that part of 
the city and the committee recommends 
that a building be erected there. Ground 
for the erection of an eight room brick 
building should be purchased at once as 
property at present is very cheap to 
what it will be in a few months. 
By 
having this building the board can have 
a higher gfade in the grammar schools. 
The rent paid for the rooms now in use 
could pay the interest on a large amount 
of money that could be used for the 
erection of such a building.” 
Mr. Hill stated that he had spoken to 
Mr. Harker about donating a lot in the 
Puritan addition. 
As yet he had not 
received an answer, but may before the 
next meeting. 
Dr. Taggart thought an eight room 
building was needed very much, and 
that within a year it would be fully oc­ 
cupied, and then it could probably be 
erected at a cost of not less than $16,(XKJ 
The lot should not be less than 90 feet 
front. 
Mr. Vodrey stated that if the Central 
building was remodeled the board would 
be compelled to place fire escapes on the 
building. 
That remark ended tbe dis­ 
cussion on the report of the committee 
on additional school room. 
Mr. Murphy made a motion that the 
clerk be authorized to take the neces­ 
sary legal steps for the purpose of hold­ 
ing an election, when the people can 
vote on a proposition to issue $16,000 in 
school bonds, the money to be nsed in 
the constrnfttion of an eight-room build­ 
ing in East End. The motion carried. 
Doctor Williams stated that some im­ 
provements should be made to the West 
End building. 
The sanitary condition 
of the bnilding is deplorable. It was 
described at length to the board. The 
school accommodates 400 scholars, has 
eight rooms and not a drop of water in 
the bnilding. An architect will be asked 
to draw plans for the improvements, 
and present the same at the next meet­ 
ing. 
The matter of erecting a flag pole and 
a notice from Auditor Harvey asking 
the tax levy be forwarded at once will 
be disposed of at the next meeting. 
It is probable a special meeting will be 
held daring the early part of next week.

H arrim an to Visit Alaska.

M, Edward H. H arrim an of New 
yjrk 
chartered a steamship, on 
wjjich he will leave Seattle about May 


2 0 with a party of noted American sci­ 
entists, who will be his guests during 
what promises to be a most notable voy­ 
age of scientific discovery in Alaska. 


• The arrangements have been m ad e \ery 
Quietly, but the scope of the plan is so 
great that many of the details have be­ 
come known. 
_ 
Alaska has long tempted Mr. H arri­ 
man and as it has become more than 
«ver interesting of late he decided to 
'■barter a steamship, so that he and his 
family and the company of men whom 
he has invited m ight travel in comfort, 
The trip will be of national importance, 
and several representatives of the U n it­ 
ed States government will be among 
' those to profit by it. 
A special train will carry the eastern 
section of the party from New York to 
Seattle, starting on May 20 or 21, and 
{licking up the rem aining guests at dif­ 
ferent points in its flight westward. It 
is expected that the travelers will re­ 
turn early in Angust. 
The ship will be equipped eo that 
much scientific work can be done on 
board. She will carry many guides, 
packers and bearers, so that all sorts of 
journeys of exploration inland m ay be 
made. To a great extent each member 
of the party may work independently, 
having an outfit and servants placed at 
hie disposal and having only to notify 
Mr. Harriman of the nature of the ex­ 
perience he desires and name a place at 
which he will rejoin the ship. 
As for the route, all that bas been 
decided as yet is th at the steamship 
will make the inside passage to Sitka, 
thence to Cook’s inlet, and around K a­ 
diak island. 
Even these plans m ay be 
modified to meet the wishes of members 
of the party or to follow up some line 
of investigation which may suggest it- 
§elf later on. 
Almost every branch of 
scientific research will be represented, 
and Alaska will be scanned and sounded 
from every point of view. 
Among the men who have accepted 
Mr. Harriman’a invitation are C. Hart 
Merriam of the Smithsonian institution 
at Washington, scientific expert of the 
department of zoology, and Dr. W il­ 
liam Haley Dali, the conchologist. 
Dr 
Dali has made many visits to Alaska 
and is a naturalist of authority. 
Two other scientists who have an ­ 
nounced their intention of accompany­ 
ing the party are Professor W illiam 
Trelease, director of the Missouri Bo­ 
tanical gardens at St. Louis, aud Pro- 
fessor Gilhen, the government geologist. 
From the American Museum of N atu ral 
Hiatory, in New York, will go Frank 
M. Chapman, ornithologist, and John 
Rowley, taxidermist. The Field Colum­ 
bian museum of Chicago will be repre- 
lented by Professor Daniel G. Elliott, a 
Ecologist, who makes a specialty of 
mammals. Professor Emerson, the geol­ 
ogist of Amherst college, is another 
member. Leland Stanford university of 
California will have one representative 
at leant—Professor C. H. G ilb ert 
A n­ 
other Californian representative is ex­ 
pected to be Professor John Muir. 
W. B. Devereaux of Colorado and J 
H Hague of New York, two m ining 
experts, have been invited by Mr. H a r­ 
riman. Both will probably accept. Dr. 
Lewis Rutherford Morris of New York 
and George Bird Grinnell, editor of 
Forest and Stream, hunters of wide ex­ 
perience, are two more of the guests. 
Mr. Grinnell will probably make some 
studies of the Alaskan Indians.

The first model of a chainless bicycle 
which embodies many points of merit is 
being shown in New’ York by F. W. 
Mallett. the venerable gentleman who 
invented it. In appearance the machine 
is not unlike the ordinary chainless pat­ 
tern except that there is no abnormal 
lower rear stay on one side to accommo­ 
date the shaft by which power is con­ 
veyed to the driving wheel. 
The crank hanger incloses a cleverly 
devised disk, which, by means of simple 
mechanism, converts the rotary motion 
into a reciprocating motion. This is im­ 
parted to thrust rods running through 
the rear stays. These rods connect with 
a clutch device in the rear wheel sim­ 
ilar to that contained in the crank shaft, 
and the driving power is given to the 
rear wheel 
While it is necessary to re­ 
volve the crank axle to start the m a­ 
chine in motion, once the wheel is mov­ 
ing the pedals may be staid in their 
circuit without interfering with the 
revolution rear wheel. 
To stop the wheel all that is required 
is the pressure of the thum b on n small 
projection in the upper part of the frame 
tubing This forces a flexible rod down­ 
ward and catches the clutch in the rear 
hub. 
It stops the machine effectually, 
but gradually 
The same principle of 
mechanism 
applies 
throughout 
the 
wheel. 
It is Dot complicated and pos­ 
sesses the advantage of little friction 
and almost no loss of motion. Moreover, 
the contrivance is invisible and thor­ 
oughly dustproof. 
The model shown is rather crudely 
constructed, but nevertheless experts 
who have examined the novel driving 
mechanism 
critically 
pronounce it 
something radically new and at the 
same time meritorious in many ways 
The inventor is seeking some one with 
sufficient capital to experiment with 
the device in order to develop it and 
place it on the market. Mr. Mallett has 
such faith in the invention that he has 
patented the idea in the United States 
and Canada.—New York Journal. 


RARE EGYPTIAN RELICS. 


T w o o f t h e M oat R e m a r k a b l e S t a t u e s 
o f H i s t o r y F o u n d o n U p p e r N i l e . 
Two of the most remarkable statues 
ever found were recently unearthed by 
M. Georges Legrain. a French Egyptolo 
gist. from the ruins of the temple at 
Karnak. Egypt, on the Upper N ila 
One of these is in alabaster and rep­ 
resents the great Theban god. Ammon. 
This alabaster god is 18 feet high and 
was originally made from one solid 
block of stone, the largest alabaster 
statue in the world. 
It was found in 
three pieces, which were easily put to­ 
gether. The artistic finish is perfect 
The second statue is one that was set 
np by King Usertesen I in honor of his 
father, back in the days of Abraham. 
On the lap of this effigy is a slab upon 
which are carved inscriptions proving 
the antiquity of the work. Accompany­ 
ing M Legrain. when he made the dis­ 
covery, was Charles N. Crewdson, cor­ 
responding secretary of the Chicago So­ 
ciety of 
Egyptian Research, who is 
touring Egypt in the interest of the so­ 
ciety he represents.—Special Cable to

H ow T ill* Treasure of Ialnm Appears 
at the Present R ay aud the Various* 
Theories of its O rig in —G uarded by 
Mobil m uiedans. 


So carefully is the black stone of the 
temple of Mecca guarded, even to this 
day, that the accounts given by different 
writers as to the nature and appearance 
of the black atone exhibit some consid­ 
erable variations, for orthodox Mussul­ 
mans cannot be prevailed upon to give 
a straightforward description of it, and 
mere adventurers, like the several Eu­ 
ropean hadjis (Burckhardt, Burton and 
the others) could only gratify their in­ 
telligent curiosity by stealthy investi­ 
gations. 
Detection in the act of pursu­ 
ing such investigation would have cost 
the travelers their lives, in pursuance 
(as Mohammedans suppose) of the law 
of the prophet. 
Your faithful Mussul­ 
man cannot understand that any other 
motive than worship should lead any 
one to visit Mecca. 
The Mohammedans believe that this 
famous stone was brought down from 
heaven by angels. 
It is set in the wall 
of the Caaba, which stands within the 
great colonnade. 
The stone is four feet 
nine inches from the ground and is 
kissed and touched with great vener 
ation by every pilgrim to Mecca. 
Mr. Bate mentions what intelligent 
travelers have recorded concerning the 
nature of the black stone. One of them 
tells us that it is undoubtedly a large 
aerolite—an opinion 
which scarcely 
harmonizes with its reputed quality of 
floating in water, since aerolites usually 
contain a large percentage of heavy 
metallic matter, such as iron pyrites. 
Another traveler reports that it looks 
like a piece of lava, containing small 
extraneous particles of some white and 
yellowish substauca 
Still another of these authorities 
affirms that it is a fragment of volcanic 
basalt, sprinkled throughout its surface 
with small, pointed, colored crystals and 
varied with felspar upon a dark ground, 
like coal, excepting one of its protuber­ 
ances, which happens to be a little red­ 
dish. 
Others, again, claiming an equal title 
to exact knowledge, give it as their 
opinion that it is nothing else than an 
ordinary piece of stone from quarries in 
which the Meccan territory abounds 
These last mentioned travelers, how 
ever, appear to overlook the circum 
stance that this opinion of theirs does 
not take due cognizance of that proper­ 
ty of the stone to which we have just 
alluded and also the circumstance that 
the only kind of stone yielded by the 
Meccan quarries is a sort of gray grim 
ite. 
Not so difficult is it to form an idea 
as to its size and present appearance 
In form it is an irregular oval, the in­ 
equality of its two longer sides im part­ 
ing to it a somewhat semicircular ap­ 
pearance. 
It measures about 6 inches 
in height and 8 in breadth, the diame­ 
ter on its lower and wider side being 
83£ inches. 
The surface is protuberant 
and somewhat knobby or undulating 
and has the appearance of being com­ 
posed of a number of smaller stones of 
different sizes and shapes, securely fit­ 
ted together with cement and perfectly 
smooth. 
Its appearance is as though the orig­ 
inal piece of stone had been broken to 
pieces by a violent blow and then re 
paired. 
And. as a m atter of fact, this 
appears to be the true explanation of 
this irregularity of the surface, for it is 
recorded by the Arabian historians of 
the Caaba that in the year 418 of the 
Hejira an emissary of a certain Egyp­ 
tian khalifa, known as “ the Mad Khali­ 
fa Hakim. " shattered it to pieces by a 
stroke of a club, and they relate that 
after this event the pieces and Vven the 
dust also were carefully restored and 
the fragments cemented together 
The protuberances mentioned are 12 
or 15 in number and are such as to im­ 
part to the surface of the stone a mus­ 
cular or pebbly appearance. 
Near the 
middle there is a hollow which reaches 
to about as much as two inches below 
the outer edge of the stone aud is of a 
kind to suggest to the visitor the sur­ 
mise that one of the protuberances may 
have been lemoved. 
The color of the surface of the relic is 
at the 
present time a deep reddish 
brown, or, as some have described it. a 
metallic black, and, notwithstanding 
the polished appearance imparted to it 
by the constant touching of unnumber­ 
ed myriads of devotees, it yet bears on 
its undulating surface what appear to 
be evident marks of volcanic origin 
These muscular protuberances, how­ 
ever, are attributed by the Moslem au 
thorities to the incessant osculations 
and 
rubbings of the faithful 
I he 
smoothness may perhaps be attributable 
to this cause, but the obviously frac­ 
tured and pebbly appearance is not ac­ 
counted for in this w a y . — Asiatic Quar

The two greatest enemies of the rat­ 
tlesnake ale the black snake and the 
hog. The rattlesnake is slow and slug­ 
gish in movement, while the black snake 
is intensely rapid. 
The latter will cir­ 
cle around his foe and with a sudden 
dart grasp the venomous reptile by the 
neck, so that it bas no chance to use 
its poisonous fangs, and quickly squeeze 
it to death 
A hog, especially if fat, 
suffers no danger from the rattlesnake. 
He will march lioldly up to the coiled 
reptile, allow himself to be struck in 
his jowls once, twice or three times, as 
the case may be, and will then calmly 
proceed to swallow the reptile without 
concern. 
The reason for the hog’s im­ 
munity is due to the fact that the blood 
vessels are so m inute and infrequent on 
his cheeks, w’here fat is predominant, 
that they fail to take up the poison and 
carry it through the porcine system 
Hogs have been used in droves to clear 
some of the islands of the southern seas 
of poisonous reptiles and have proved 
successful. 
By remembering two simple facts any 
one can distinguish a poisonsous serpent 
from a harmless one. 
The venomous 
reptile invariably possesses a triangular 
ly shaped head and a blunt nose, while 
his tail is correspondingly blunt and 
stubby 
Any snake that tailers smooth­ 
ly from the middle of its body to the tip 
of its nose and to the tip of its tail as 
well, growing slender in a gradual and 
regular manner, is absolutely devoid of 
venom.—New York Presa
